The dixpute between tho 
bishop of Canterbury anil the 
Bishop of Bitmingham over the 
Primate admitting a clergyman, 
whom Dr. Barnes opposed, as vicut 
of St. ‘Aidan's, Birmingham. — is 
ndvanced a stage by a letter which 
the Archbishop hax nent to Dr. 
Burnes. 

After stnting that he had hoped 
the St. Aidan's matter had been 
concluded, the Archbishop says: 

When the patrons of St. Aidan’s 
presented a clerk to you for admia- 
aion to the benefice you did not

examine him as to his fitness but] p 


required him in writing to make 
certain promises. . . 
Believing that in so doing you 
had exceeded your legal rights he 
declined to make these promises. 
You then refused to admit him. 
When called to vindicate your ac- 
tion in the Courts you declined to 
appear, and -an order was issucd 
directing you to admit the clerk. 


Contempt of the Law. 


This you refused to do, and thus 
you deliberately placed yourself in 
contempt of the law. 

It would have been permissible 
for the patrons to apply for a Writ 
of Attachment against you which 
might have involved imprisonment. 

The patrons were rightly anxious 
te avoid such oa possibility. Ac- 
cordingly they obtained a writ 
directing. me in your default to 
admit a fit person to the benefice. 

I accepted the writ. It seemed 
the only way of ending a situation 
which, by your own action, hud be- 
come intolerable. 

‘The: letter goes on to state that 
when 2 patron presenta a clerk, the 
Bishop, in deciding whether or not 
to admit him, is restrained hy well- 
defined principles of law. He con- 
tinues :

Morriss, In a 
letter to the Tintes, draws atten- 
tion to the fact that two years, 
ago silver was more than double its 
prosent price, whilst between 1920 
and 1928 it was considerably high- 
or) still, “We did not find,” he 
say's, “those Oriental people doing 
anything dangerous or disconcert- 
ing with. thelr wealth then.. On, 
the contrary, ‘generally speaking, 
we were nll better off. in thoao 
tiays than weare nt present.”

The announcement that a credit 
of £80,000,000--makingg a total of 
£120,000,000 in less than a month 
—has been placed at the’ dispesal 
of the Britiah Treasury by French

It is further believed that 
it will not be necessary to make 
use of the entire sum, that the 
progranime of the new National 
Government in their task of prov- 
ing that the budyet will be balanc- 
ed through economies will do as 
much or even more than’ tho 
Franco-American credit to estub- 
lish the proposition that the 
Bink of England is still the world’s 
pivot in financial mattera, a 
guarantee of stability, , But the 
necessity for going to New York 
and Paris for such large sums is 
not an easy pill to swallow, parti- 
eularly as. the crisis has been pro- 
voked, principally by the unpre:
